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Raul Castro Flying to 
Chile — Haitian For- 
eign Minister Pro- 
tests to Conference 
Against Invasion. 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Aug. 17 
(AP) — Fidel Castro’s brother 
Raul was flying to Santiago to- 
day as the foreign ministers of 
Latin America and the United 
States argue out final details of 
a compromise plan to calm 
things down in the Caribbean. 

The younger Castro’s impact 
on_ the fireign ministers’ talks— 
now in their sixth day—was like- 
ly to be light.

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CURTIS BLAMES 
STATE FOR filth 
APPRAISAL FEES 


Representative Thomas B 
Curtis (Rep.), Webster Groves, 
said today he believes the State 
Highway Commission must be 
held responsible for high land 
appraisal fees paid in St. Louis 
county. 

“It looks to me as if the state 
has not exercised its usual disci- 
pline in checking construction 
costs on federal interstate high- 
ways,” Curtis declared. 

“There is no excuse for not 
appealing the awards made by 
the county circuit judges,” he 
added. 

Curtis, a member of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
said he has noticed that the 
cost of acquiring land for high- 
ways has risen sharply since 
the Federal Government began 
furnishing 90 per cent of federal 
highway costs in 1956. 

“Allowing high fees for ap- | 
praising land for right-of-way is — 
an indication of the very laxity | 
that committee members fea 
would occur when the Govern- 
ment began putting up most of 
the highway funds,” he said. 

“The state is much more care- 
ful when it pays a bigger per- 
centage of the bill.” 

Wants U.S. Share Cut. 


Before 1956, costs of interstate 
highway construction were 
shared 50-50 by the federal gov- 
ernment and the states. Curtis 
has urged reducing the Federal 
contribution from the present 90 
per cent to 75 per cent. 

The Webster Groves Congress- 
man described some of the high 
appraisal fees as ‘“‘shocking”’ 
and said there was no excuse for 
the state’s failure to appeal them. 

Robert Hyder, chief counsel 
for the highway commission, said 
fees of $34,500 and $13,500 wer: 
allowed to stand because th« 
state did not learn about them ir 
time. A $22,500 fee awarded last 
month by Judge Virgil A. Poel- 
ker has been appealed by the 
state. 

Curtis said it was apparent 
that many of the men who re- 
ceived large fees for appraisals 
were not professional real estate 


appraisers. The fees were larger | 
than those charged by members 


of the American Institute of Real 
Estate Appraisers. -he added. 


Three in Each Case. 


The men appointed by the cir- 
cuit judges are known as con- 
demnation commissioners. Three 
are named in each case to ex- 
amine the property being taken 
for the highway right-of-way and 
hold hearings. Most commis- 
sioners have been real estate 
men or lawyers. 

Many of the condemnation 
commissioners have been politi- 
cal office-holders. Three men to 
whom Judge Douglas L. C. Jones 
awarded fees totaling $34,500 had 
worked for his election and had 
contributed to his campaigns. 

Curtis said the cost of acquir- 
ing right-of-way has increased 
12 per cent since the federal gov- 
ernment began contributing 90 
per cent of interstate highway 
costs. Contracting costs have in- 
creased 14 per cent, he pointed 
out.

FISHERS ISLAND, N. Y., 
Aug. 17 (UPI)—Fleet Adm. Wil- 
liam F. (Bull) Halsey, com- 
mander of the Third Fleet in 
the Pacific in World War II and 
leader of America’s first of- 
fensive move after Pearl Har- 
bor, died yesterday in his sleep. 
}He was 76 years old. 

The implacable fighter who 
had carried his attacks to the 
Japanse homeland by the end 
of the war was pronounced dead 
of a coronary occlusion. 

The body was flown to New 
York and placed in St. Albans 
Chapel on Long Island. On 
Wednesday it will be flown to 
Washington, and on Thursday, 
at 1 p.m., funeral services will 
be held in Washington National 
Cathedral. Burial with full mili- 
tary honors will follow at Arling- 
ton Nationa] Cemetery. 

President Eisenhower, in a 
statement at Gettysburg, Pa.. 
said he had lost “a personal 
friend” and “‘all Americans have 
lost one of their great natural 
leaders.” 

It was Bull Halsey who vowed 
while the war was raging that 
he would ride the Emperor’s 
white horse through the streets 
of Tokyo. He did not keep that 
promise, but he did push the war 
to the Emperor’s doorstep, at- 
tacking Tokyo, Honshu and Hok- 
kaido and ranging up and down 
the Japanese coast in July and 
August 1945. 

Between July 10 and Aug. 15, 
when the war ended Adm. Hal- 
sey’s forces destroyed or dam- 
aged 2804 enemy planes and 
sank or damaged 148 warships 
and 1598 enemy merchant ves- 
sels.

America lost 
13 planes; the enemy lost 38 
planes and 16 ships.

When the 
three-day battle was over, 28 en- 
emy warships and auxiliaries— 
including at least one battleship

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 — A 
United States citizens living and 
working abroad may find them- 
selves liable for federal income

IN BRIEF, LAOS ACQUIRED 
a relatively strong government 
about a year ago, with the ap- 
pointment of a new Premier, 
Phouy Sananikone. As soon as 
he took office, Premier Sanani- 
kone then set to work to put the 
Laotian house in order. In par- 
ticular, he began to reorganize 
and strengthen the army and to 
root out the surviving elements 
of the Pathet Lao. 

The Pathet Lao is simply an 
extension of the Communist 
Vietminh movement. It actually 
ruled two border provinces, 
Phong Saly and Samuena, for 
some time after Indochina was 
partitioned in 1954. Yet the anti- 
Pathet Lao campaign went 
rather well, as long as Laos was 
left to itself. 

Probably the simple fact that 
Premier Sananikone was making 
too much progress decided the 
Communists to act. Their an- 
nounced pretext was the arrival 
of a 130-man American training 
mission for the Laotian army. In 
any case, the Communists acted 
about three weeks ago, using

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To Help the Young 


Another Civilian Conservation Corps—or a 
reasonable facsimile—will be created if the 
House follows the Senate in adopting the 
Humphrey bill. The close vote, 47 to 45, in- 
dicates the almost solid Republican opposi- 
tion, even though the victory was won with 
two G.O.P. votes, those of Senators Wiley of 
Wisconsin and Young of North Dakota. It also 
suggests that prospects in the House are not 
too bright, particularly so late in the session. 
Nevertheless, the proposal is constructive. 


It calls for a corps of young people between 
the ages of 16 and 21 who would be employed 
to conserve and maintain natural resources. 
The state parks, wildlife refuges and recrea- 
tional facilities established with the help of 
the old CCC demonstrate the usefulness of 
such work. Thanks to it, many a St. Louisan 
now can spend a weekend casting for rain- 
bows or camping with his children. And these 
pleasures are but by-products of the business 
of protecting wildlife, forests and streams. 


Senator Humphrey, who with 20 colleagues 
sponsored the bill, pointed out that its adop- 
tion also would be “an investment in the con- 
servation of youth.” Senator Randolph of 
West Virginia, who handled the measure on 
the floor, said.that the number of young in 
the 16 to 21 age bracket is increasing faster 
than jobs are opening up for them; so more 
and more may be condemned to frustration, 
despair and delinquency. 


The Republicans ridiculed the measure as 
“a depression program in a prosperity era.” 
Yet Government figures make it clear that a 
not insubstantial fringe of the population has 
no share in the generally prevalent affluence. 
There are, for instance, the idle miners in 
Senator Randolph’s state. There are fami- 
lies which left submarginal farms and came 
to the city without industrial skills. There 
are migratory workers, certain racial groups 
and others who find little milk and less honey 
in the land. And it is from such a background 
that much of our juvenile delinquency stems. 
It would be the greatest of all conservation 
projects to save these youngsters. 

The program would begin by -enlisting 
50,000 of them in the first year. This would 
be raised to the permanent level of 150,000 
in the third year. They would be paid $60 a 
month, plus subsistence, clothing and equip- 
ment. The Government would contribute 
$125,000,000 the first year, and this would 
be raised to $375,000,000 the third year. 
States would share these funds, 50-50. Half 
of the corps would be enlisted on a state-by- 
state quota system; the other half would be 
recruited in the areas in which unemploy- 
ment is worst.

For a decade, according to the Federal Re- 
serve Board, there has been a steady rise in 
productivity accompanied by a decline in fac- 
tory employment. This result of mechaniza- 
tion also is apparent in agriculture, and the 
trend probably will continue for some time 
to come. The situation calls for the reloca- 
tion and retraining of workers and those 
about to become workers. Where old job op- 
portunities are drying up, new ones must be 
found. Conceivably, the proposed conserva- 
tion corps could become an instrumentality 
of this readjustment. 

That the United States should conserve its 
diminishing resources of forest, field and 
stream is an economic imperative. That the 
nation should conserve its youth is a humane 
imperative. The Humphrey measure seems 
to fill both needs. The modest level of the 
conservation corps makes it not a job-creating 
device for a depression, but a means for meet- 
ing a more or less permanent problem of a 
changing society. 


Death of a Hero 


The annals of the sea have been enriched 
in good measure by the exploits of Fleet Adm. 
William F. Halsey Jr., who died yesterday. 
Tough and resourceful, he was, as Adm. 
Burke says, “a stout pillar of inspiration to 
the entire nation” in the gloomy days follow- 
ing Pearl Harbor. As commander of the 
Third Fleet, “Bull” Halsey specialized in sur- 
prise attack and sudden action; “hit hard, hit 
fast, hit often,” he said. Only a few weeks 
after the Japanese attacked Pearl Harbor 
Adm. Halsey struck deep in Japanese waters 
at the Marshall and Gilbert islands. He de- 
feated the Japanese in the battle of Santa 
Cruz and won a great victory at Guadalcanal. 

His influence was felt strongly in the selec- 
tion of Leyte for the reinvasion of the Philip- 
pines. His fleet cleared the allied lifeline to 
Australia and New Zealand and isolated the 
Japanese at Rabaul. His ships cut the enemy 
supply lines and became a scourge of the 
South Pacific. One of his great contribu- 
tions was to allied morale. He was the sort 
of fighting man Americans traditionally ad- 
mire; what he said and how he said it gave 
the nation a much-needed lift at a time of 
peril. His salty phrases will be repeated 
wherever old sailors gather, and doubtless the 
men who served under him will further em- 
broider an already substantial legend. His 
countrymen have reason to be grateful to 
Adm. Halsey. 


Insurance for Safety 


“Safe driving insurance” is coming to Mis- 
souri, as it came earlier to California, largely 
in response to public demand. Two large un- 
derwriting groups representing more than 
200 insurance firms doing business in this 
state have announced a plan to reduce rates 
for good drivers and to increase rates for 
those with poor accident or traffic violation 
records. Some companies will adopt the plan 
Sept. 1 and the Travelers Insurance Co. al- 
ready has a similar program. 

One part of the plan is a special package 
policy combining liability, collision and other 
insurance at an over-all saving. The other 
part is a driving rating system. Motorists 
who have not been involved in chargeable ac- 


cidents or convicted of moving traffic viola-. 


tions during the last three years will qualify 
for a 20 per cent reduction in insurance cost. 
Drivers convicted of one less serious moving 
violation but not involved in a chargeable ac- 
cident may save 10 per cent. 

Regular rates will be charged to drivers 
involved in one chargeable accident or to 
accident-free drivers convicted of two of the 
less serious moving violations. And those 
with a worse record will be charged more. 

The inherent of this plan is that 
it relates the cost of an individual’s insurance 
to the cost he imposes on everyone else by 
driving either well or badly. But a further 
advantage is that the plan makes safer driv-

ing a financial necessity. All a driver with a 


poor record has to do to reduce his insurance 
costs is to drive safely for three years. In 
the long run the inducement to safe driving 
may prove more important than the fairer 
insurance rates. 


Symington vs. Benson 

For nearly six months Senator Symington 
of Missouri has been attacking Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson regularly for failing to 
send Congress an omnibus farm bill. The 
Senator has maintained that Benson promised 
such a bill last February at a hearing before 
the Senate Agriculture Committee. He re- 
peated his charge on the Senate floor Aug. 3. 

Subsequently Symington’s position was 
challenged by Senator Goldwater of Arizona, 
chairman of the Senate Republican Campaign 
Committee. Quoting from the printed record 
of the hearing, Goldwater drew a picture of 
the Secretary agreeing to submit not an over- 
all farm bill but specific proposals for prob- 
lems in wheat, peanuts and tobacco. Senator 
Symington’s reply was that the original steno- 
graphic record of the hearing was changed 
before it was printed “if not by Mr. Benson 
himself, by one of his assistants.” Changes 
to correct grammar and obvious errors of 
fact are frequently made in this manner, but 
it is understood that the essential meaning 
of a statement is not to be altered. “The 
thought in this case was very definitely 
changed,” Senator Symington said. 

To clear up the matter, Senator Symington 
on Aug. 11 quite properly declared: “Now 
that I am accused of not reading from the 
accurate record, tomorrow I will put into the 
(Congressional) Record those changes made 
by the Department of Agriculture which sub- 
stantially changed the testimony of the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, as against what he actu- 
ally told the committee.” 

The morrow came and the Senator had this 
to say on the floor: “I assured the junior 
Senator from Arizona that duplicates of the 
original testimony and of the testimony as 
edited would be shown to him. Arrangements 
in that respect have already been made. 
Other Senators have also expressed interest 
in this edited testimony. Consequently, any 
Senators who wish to examine it can do so 
by checking at the desk.” 


The public is entitled to ask a few ques- 
tions at this point. Do the quotations from 
the transcript and the printed hearing record 
support Senator Symington or Secretary Ben- 
son? Why did not Senator Symington, as he 
announced he would, put the disputed quota- 
tions in the Congressional Record so the pub- 
lic could form a judgment as well as the 
members of the Senatorial “club”? Is this all 
a form of double-talk? 


The matter is of some importance. The 
Senator has made Mr. Benson’s failure to sub- 
mit an omnibus bill a major point in many 
agricultural speeches. If Mr. Benson did not 
make such a promise, it is unfair to charge 
him with failing to fulfill it, no matter how 
badly farm legislation is needed. If he did 
make the promise, then the Senator may 
validly criticize him. There is only one way 
to tell, and that is for Senator Symington to 
make all the pertinent quotations available 
to the public. 


The Lady and the Owl 


Another truism has been proved, the one 
which holds that into every life some glory 
must fall, that every man must have his mo- 
ment. Sewer digging is by popular consensus 
a lowly calling, all toil and muck and the pay 
no great shakes. It is essential, of course, in 
a sanitation-minded age. Still, that does not 
promise the men with the picks and the 
spades much in the way of a big moment. 


Consider, however, the sewer-diggers of the 
Piraeus, the harbor of Athens. About a 
month ago their picks struck something not 
properly yielding. A bit of investigating re- 
vealed a fabulous cache of ancient art treas- 
ures, eight big pieces of sculpture a good 
2000 years old. There was, of course, a Her- 
mes, since he is the god of good luck. 

But the last and finest find was an eight- 
foot Athena, based perhaps on the great 
Athena Parthenos of Phideas who, high on 
her hill, with her owl kept watch over her 
favorite city, promising its citizens victory 
and wisdom. She gave the sewer diggers their 
moment. Now the archeologists have taken 
over, 


In a Sensitive Area 


Subcommittees of the Senate and House 
plan to find out at first hand whether there 
has been a scandalous waste of mutual se- 
curity funds in South Viet Nam—one of the 
surviving non-Communist areas of old French 
Indochina — or whether charges made by 
Scripps-Howard newspaper writer Albert M. 
Colegrove were irresponsible journalism. Sen- 
ator Mansfield of Montana will direct one in- 
quiry; Representative Zablocki of Wisconsin 
the other. 

Members of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee took these charges seriously 
enough to summon to Washington our Am- 
bassador to Saigon, Elbridge Durbrow, and 
the chief of the aid mission, Arthur Z. Gar- 
diner. The substance of testimony of the 
officials was that the charges were “dis- 
torted,” “reckless” and “sensational.” Later 
Colegrove was questioned at length by a 
House Foreign Affairs subcommittee headed 
by Representative Zablocki. Colegrove stuck 
to his guns, but conceded some of his research 
was incomplete. Zablocki commented the 
writer’s accusations were not substantial 
and added that many of the charges were 
traced to sources he did not consider reliable. 

Meantime the American Friends of Viet 
Nam, an organization of hundreds of Ameri- 
cans “in support of a free and democratic 
republic of Viet Nam,” has issued an impres- 
sive, detailed report, nearly 100 pages in 
length, entitled “Aid to Viet Nam: An Ameri- 
can Success Story.” The chairman, Lt. Gen. 
John W. O’Daniel (Ret.) says the critics have 
exaggerated minor shortcomings and have 
ignored “the very real and highly significant

Scrutinizing the Inscrutable—the NSC 


Security Council, High Policy Board, Comes Under Quiet Senate Investigation

A small Senate subcommittee is 
tackling a delicate and deep subject. 
It expects testimony from some of the 
most thoughtful Americans who have 
served the Eisenhower or Truman 
Administrations. It will conduct a 
study rather than an inquisition. 

This committee seeks to determine 
whether the high - policy - formulating 
processes of the United States Govern- 
ment are good enough for this age, in 
which nuclear weapons, the cold war,

quiry could be: 
“Is the National Security Council do- 
ing a good enough job?” Merely to 
ask this question may be enough to 
cause the President to break a mashie, 
because Mr. Eisenhower has sought 
to make particularly wide use of the 
NSC and admires its functioning. 

The NSC, you may recall, is the 
organization composed of key Cabinet 
members (State, Defense, Treasury) 
plus the chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff plus other top men, which 
ponders the nation’s basic policies. 
The President sits as chairman, and, 
when discussion is finished, he renders 


the decision. “‘There is no policy until 
the President makes it.” But the 
whole methodology of initiating and 
channeling studies—with all their al- 
ternatives, compromises, hopes and 
hazards — through the Lower-Echelon 


NSC failed to ponder some big policy 
when, no doubt, it should have. 


Since the three-man Senate subcom- 
mittee has a majority of Democrats 
(Henry Jackson, Democrat, of Wash- 
ington is chairman; the others are 
Hubert Humphrey, Democrat, of Min- 
nesota and Karl Mundt, Republican, 
of South Dakota), it may be charged 
that the inquiry has political bias. 
Members insist, however, that the 
study will be really bipartisan, draw- 
ing on testimony from both Republi- 
can and Democratic experts, and trac- 
ing policy formulation back into the 
years before the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration. 


Policy formulation in a great re- 
public never can be compressed into 
a single formula. Special assignments 
are sometimes handed to study groups 
such as the Gaither Committee or the 
Draper Committee. The charge by 
those favoring this inquiry is that too 
frequently fresh ideas get lost after 
launching. 


The Gaither report, for instance, 
was not sufficiently implemented. Or 


lower echelons are not encouraged to 
do creative thinking and ideas do not 
get launched at all. Or if creative 
policy does evolve somewhere down 
the line, by the time the NSC member- 
ship discusses it, compromise and 
consolidations have reduced it to a 
lowest common denominator of in- 
adequacy. 

This may be overstatement. But 
Senator Jackson asks, for instance, 
why there was such a dangerous delay 
(of years) in deciding to build the 
H-bomb, during the Truman Admin- 
istration. He asks whether, in the 
Eisenhower term, the NSC ever fully 
considered the psychological impact 
of permitting the Soviets to register 
scientific firsts in the missile race and 
in orbiting a satellite. 

What, at any rate, could improve 
the decision process? Policy planning 
staffs, in each main department, are 
suggested, with a prestige like that 
possessed by -State’s policy staff in 
the Truman days. Closer staff liaison 
between State and Defense is also sug- 
gested. A special research agency 
for the executive branch is proposed. 

Another idea tossed about is to set 
up the equivalent of a permanent 
Gaither Committee in the form of an 
“academy of national policy,”’ outside 
the government, but with access to 
classified information. 

The Senate subcommittee intends to 
spend a year at its job. Responsibly 
handled, this could be an illuminating 
search into an obscure area.

CALVERTON, N.Y., Aug. 17 
(UPI)—Investigators tried today 
to determine why a huge, swept- 
wing American Airlines Boeing 
707 jet passenger plane crashed 
here on a training mission, kill- 
ing all five crew members. 

Thirty-two investigators from 
the Civil Aeronautics Board 
joined with American Airlines 
representatives in examining the 
charred wreckage of the $5,000,- 
000 plane, which crashed and 
burned in a Long Island potato 
patch Saturday. 

They also questioned eyewit- 
nesses who saw the craft plunge 
to earth about four miles from 
the Grumman Aircraft corpora- 
tion’s Peconic river airfield 
where it was practicing ‘‘touch- 
and-go”’ landings. 

It was the first fatal crash of 
the commercial version of the 
Boeing 707. Witnesses said the 
plane was flying at a height of 
about 500 feet when the right 
wing seemed to dip and the craft 
nosed to earth. A Grumman 
spokesman said the plane should 
have been ftying at about 1500 
feet at that point.

Do you know how to eat smorrebrod? Fortunately, I 
have made a complete study of this matter and can tell

You butter it by hand but you transfer it by putting your 
knife under the bread and pronging it with the fork on 
top.

A Back Pain 


TODAY we'll discuss how to find out whether back pain 
means trouble with the sciatic nerve, and if so, how to 
determine what is causing it. It is possible to suspect that 
overweight, faulty posture, heavy lifting with the back in- 
sead of the legs, tension, or some other obvious thing may 
be the matter. Indeed, it is quite natural for a patient to want 
the doctor to say, right off, what is the trouble, or what prob- 
ably is the trouble, or what possibly is the trouble. 


Let’s imagine a case. The patient stands hip-shot, and sits 
with a slouch, sits up for a moment, presses a hand against 
the back, feels a bit of relief, then unconsciously slouches 
again into a posture acquired by long habit. And presently 
the back hurts again. 


The physician, a polite sort of fellow (maybe some- 
times doctors should be brutally frank), says some- 
thing like, “I suspect we may have to get your 
skeletal structure straightened up a bit before we 
can expect much improvement.” 


That’s better, isn’t it, than saying, “You’ve developed 
a terrible slouch’? Then the doctor prescribes medication, 
perhaps, to ease the immediate pain, and contemplates a 
gradual process of persuading the patient to stand and sit 
straighter. 

But the patient, detecting no dramatic improvement, may 
switch to another doctor. And thus a wasteful cycle begins. 

My suggestions are these: 


First: Have a regular physician. If back pain does 
not yield to ordinary treatment, don’t quit your doctor 
and “go shopping.” Stay with him, but on this par- 
ticular problem have him refer you to an orthopedic 
specialist. 

Second: Keep in mind that common, every-day items 
Iike infections, too much weight, poor posture, over- 
fatigue, straining the back, and so on, cause more 
of this sort of trouble than the rare things like rup- 
tured discs, tumors and the like. 

Third: To be certain, X-ray, neurological and 
sometimes other tests are necessary. 


I have in mind a patient who had been to 18 doctors (of 
one sort and another) because of pain in the neck and 
shoulder. She “shopped” for a quick cure but didn’t find it, 
that is, until finally she agreed, in desperation, to have X-rays 
of the neck area. They showed the trouble—pressure on a 
nerve. Then, at long last, she got relief promptly.

AMONG SOME of the more in- 
teresting sounds that often occur 
in the house is a high pitched 
whistling you get in the plumb- 
ing system. 

A plumbing system will whistle 
when water is flowing through 
the pipes if the velocity of the 
flow of water is very great and 
if the pipes are rather on the 
small size. The sound is usually 
produced when the water flow- 
ing at this fast rate goes through 
a fitting such as a bend or elbow. 

These sounds can usually be 
corrected by installing a pres- 
sure reducing valve on the house 
supply line or even installing 
larger bends and elbows. Usually 
what most people do is simply 
cover the pipes with some sort 
of insulation to deaden the 
sound. Fiber insulation is suit- 
able for this job and so are 
several layers of newspapers 
wrapped around the pipes and 
tied with string or wire. 

To prevent any sound in the 
pipes being carried by the house 
structure to other areas, be sure 
that no pipe is rigidly attached 
to any part of the house struc- 
ture, Use pipe straps to fasten 
lines to floor joists for these 
keep the pipes several inches 
away from the structure. If a 
pipe runs close to any part of 
the house, wedge a piece of 
heavy cardboard or insulation 
board between the pipe and the 
structure to reduce the transmis- 


‘sion of sound. 


Sometimes you get a whistling 
sound when water is flowing 
into a flush tank. This is usually 
caused by a worn washer in the 
inlet valve assembly and the 
solution is to turn off the supply

Fight to Survive 
August in Paris 


PARIS, Aug. 17. 

AS EVERYONE KNOWS, August is the month when every 
Frenchman in Paris goes on vacation. On July 31, all the 
storekeepers slam their iron shutters, electricians, plumbers, 
and garage men pack their tools, and factories, offices, stores, 

+ government buildings, res- 
taurants, and dry-cleaning 
establishments close for 
the entire month. 

In previous years, when 
the Parisians returned in 
September, they found the 
skeletons of many foreign- 
ers in positions indicating 
they had been trying to 
get into a closed bakery, 
a drug store or a laundry. 

Among the more tragic 
cases was one of a man 
who was found in front of 
a restaurant, clutching his 
half-eaten Diners’ Club 
credit card in one hand. 
The body was still warm 
and indicated the man had 
*» % expired only 24 hours be- 

foe am fore the restaurant re- 
ART BUCHWALD opened for the autumn 
season. 

Another was of a woman who was found floating under- 
neath the ceiling of her apartment. Next to her was a piece 
of paper with the telephone number of a plumber on it. Ap- 
parently the woman had been trying all month to get the 
plumber, and finally the water got too high for her to reach 
the phone. The police said it wouldn’t have done her any 
good as the plumber was in Brittany. 

Still another case was that of a tourist whose car broke 
down at the Place de la Concorde, Instead of leaving the car 
to seek help, he remained behind the wheel, waiting for some- 
one from the Automobile Club to tow him away. Naturally 
no one came, and finally, without water, he perished, not 
realizing he was only a few yards from the Seine. 

Another tourist became so desperate because all the laun- 
dries were closed that he broke into a locked Bendix Laundro- 
mat and tried to wash his own shirt. He was caught and is 
now doing 20 years at the Sante Prison. 


And who will ever forget the August of 1955 when 
four people were killed and 36 injured on the Champs- 
Elysees fighting over a lone taxicab which had come 
in from Deauville by mistake? 


Every year the situation has become grimmer, but this 
year a group of foreigners who have to remain in Paris to 
take care of visiting firemen have decided to do something 
about it. 

The first idea was to appeal to the International Red 
Cross in Geneva, but the appeal met with no success, be- 
cause the International Red Cross turned it over to the 
French Red Cross and everyone at the French Red Cross was 
on vacation. 

So the group of foreigners decided to form a non-profit 
organization called the “Society of People Stuck in Paris in 
August” or, as it will soon be known, SOPSIPIA. 

SOPSIPIA, in its first meeting, decided to issue survival 
kits at cost. These survival kits for men include a dacron 
shirt, a wash ’n’ wear suit, a roll of film and a bottle of Brut 
champagne. 

The women’s survival kit includes a box of Kleenex, a 
box of Tide, a set of postcards, a brioche, a home permanent, 
@ green salad, another box of Kleenex, and a glass string 
bag for window shopping. 

At its first meeting, the committee also decided to set 
up free Vichysoise kitchens in front of Thomas Cook and the 
American Express. 


Courses in surivival are given at Maxim's and 
the Tour d’Argent, and a place on the banks of the 
Seine was set aside for wives who wish to do laundry. 


Many American companies are co-operating with SOPSIPIA. 
Pan American Airways is running a contest in Paris in which 
the winner of the first prize will receive an American plumber 
for a weekend. 

TWA is also running a contest. The winner of its contest 
will have his suit flown to New York for dry cleaning. 

These and many more things make for one of the most 
exciting Augusts Paris has seen in years. We only wish we 
could be here to see it all. But unfortunately we're going on 
vacation,

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Ferdinand Waldo geese Jr.Was LATappes Up in His Greatest Hoax as Surgeon in Royal Navy

IN THIS WORLD of reformers 
and rascals the really skilled 
rascals get all the better of it 
in publicity and that is good 
news judgment, human-interest 
handled as it should be. The ras- 
cals never are dull. The best 
current challenge to reform is 
Ferdinand Waldo Demara Jr., a 
37-year-old self-styled and self- 
made rascal with a hankering 
for sanctity and a magnificent 
talent for living a lie. 

Demara is a fake by profes- 
sion. He is not a conventional 
con man, a pedestrian phony, a 
money-mulcter. He is the grand- 
est of contradictions, a genuine 
and dedicated fake. 

He is a do-gooder running 
backward on a treadmill. He 
tries to do good, all the wrong 
ways. His logical, final role as 
an impostor is Robin Hood, tak- 
ing from the poor and giving to 
the destitute. Demara’s ends 
justify Demara’s means, to De- 
mara. Accept that, and the con- 
clusion is Demara has spent a 
worthy life because he is the 
subject of a book by Robert 
Crichton, ‘“‘The Great Impostor.” 
Poor, panting fiction seldom has 
been left so far behind in a race 
with truth. Heaven will forgive 
so rewarding a rascal. 

“The Great Impostor’ is pub- 
lished by Random House, sells 
at $3.95, runs 218 pages and 
never gets winded. There is no 
conclusion on Page 218. There 
is a choice, and a conjecture. 
Crichton was working, on a mid- 
night dark and dreary, at the 
final difficult task of his book. 
He was reconstructing the “why”’ 
of Demara. Crichton’s telephone 
rang. Demara was calling. They 
talked, briefly and coldly, about 
Demara and the “why” of him. 

*‘Because I am a rotten man,” 
said Demara. Crichton waited, 
then decided to hang up on the 
hostile silence. Demara spoke 
again. 

“All right. Tell them this, and 
this is the truth. On Christmas 
eve over San Diego, Calif., be- 
fore a host of believers I will 
be drawn to heaven by a fiery 
chariot. I will be unmasked. 
The secret will be finally re- 
vealed. I am a Saint!” 


Crichton was silent. He was 
waiting for the second side of 
Demara. He got it. 

“All right. Tell them this, and 
I have thought it out and I be- 
lieve it’s truth. It’s rascality, 
pure rascality!” 

The unabridged definition of 
rascal is “a mean, trickish fel- 
low; a base, dishonest person; a 
rogue; a knave.” Demara would 
know that. He did not go be- 
yond the second year of high 
school but the education he gave 
himself, and the things that in- 
nocents learned from contact 
with him, include the unabridged 
definition of a rascal. 

Demara is not evil. Crichton 
does not psychoanalyze Demara, 
and that is a blessed, readable 
relief, but Crichton does hit the 
grace note in Demara’s off-key 
performance early and often: 
“Demara has always been 
blessed with a very personal 
conception of God looking down, 
reading the motives in his head, 
and nodding approvingly.” 

This establishes Demara’s per- 
sonal Almighty as _ constantly 
nodding, but never bored. De- 
mara has lived under a dozen 
names, some real but borrowed, 
some faked. He has operated, 
with scalpel, as a Royal Cana- 
dian Navy surgeon. 

He has been in the United States 
Army and Navy and broke the 
club rules in each branch of 
service with raw impartiality. 
He deserted both services during 
time of war. In 22 years of de- 
ception he has been Robert Lin- 
ton French, B.S., M.S., Ph.D., 
a legitimate scholar whose iden- 
tity Demara forged and utilized 
to become dean of the School of 
Philosophy at Gannon Univer- 
sity. He has been Dr. French 
giving up all worldly honors to 
teach as Brother French at St. 
Martin’s Abbey and College in 
Olympia, Wash., but remaining 
just. worldly enough to become 
an honarary member of the

He has been Ben W. Jones, 
Assistant Warden at Huntsville

More than anything else, he 
has been a novice in religious 
orders. Biographer Crichton be- 
lieves his man Demara has been 
in “ . .. more Catholic orders 
and organizations than any other 
man in the history of the Rom- 
an Catholic Church.” The fact 
that Demara several times took 
leave of a religious order by 
stealing its automobile, always 
with a gun among his baggage, 
does not change one basic fact: 
Demara believed from youth 
that he had a religious vocation. 


Imposture was his sin; self-rev- ~ 


elation was his punishment. The 
trouble has been, the revelations 
are mere hangovers, to be for- 
gotten and cured in a big, new 
binge. 


Demara twice has been a no- 
vice in the Trappists, the severe 
ord of silence, fasting and gen- 
eral repeal of mortal folly. He 
first left home to join the Trap- 
pists. He had been born into lux- 
ury at Lawrence, Mass.; the 
family fell into poverty. Young 
Demara wasn’t compatible to a 
life of poverty. He felt a calling 
to a life of piety. He wasn’t 
compatible to piety either, but 
it took two years in the Trap- 
pists to prove so. Demara had 
staying power, even as a boy. 


The Trappists were kind to 
the boy. They tried to tell him 
to go away and come back when 
he was older. He threw back 
at the gate-keeper the Order’s 
vow not to turn away any who 
knocked and asked to enter. 
Stuck with Demara and their 
vow, the Trappists tried to give 
him companionship nearer his 
own age and spirit. They put 
him in charge of the monastery 
mules, Lucifer and Luther, free 
spirits that required a certain 
amount of conversation to keep 
going. Not even the companion- 
ship of the mules could make a 
monk of Demara. He left, to be- 
come a charlatan. 


His fakery has moved in good 
academic circles. The wonder is 
that he could masquerade his 
ignorance and his youth.

anything definite they are now 
on record, I never mention any- 
thing. . . .

Wherever I have left, people are 
always suddenly amazed to find 
they don’t know one damn thing 
about me .. . although they 
thought they did until the nolice 
began asking for specifics.’ That’s 
Demara’s law for seeming to be 
real and staying as loose and 
free as a wild goose.” 


His most outrageous fraud also 
was his most noble fraud and 
his most self-defeating fraud. He 
assumed the identity and the pa- 
pers of Joseph Cyr, a Canadian 
surgeon. As Cyr, Demara be- 
came the ship’s doctor aboard 
His Majesty’s Ship, the destroyer 
Cayuga, during the Korean war. 
Off Korea, 19 wounded men were 
brought aboard. Three were | 
gravely wounded. 

Demara the fake surgeon 
worked on the 16 less serious 
cases first, practicing. Crichton, 
a tl surgeon in his way, climbs 
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inside Demara and probes clean- 


“Demara cleaned and su- 
tured and worked over the six- 
teen and as he did some of his 
confidence came back. He 
could make incisions, he could 
clamp off bleeding, he could 
handle sutures. What did he 
fear? 

“He knew perfectly well 
what he feared. The internal 
structure of the human body 
which he had never seen be- 
fore. The internal life of man 
where one clumsy mistake, 
one shred of ignorance, could 
cause him to . . . become a 
murderer . .. never before 
had he felt . . . such an im- 
postor and such a complete 
lonely, isolated fraud. There 
was no place to run and no 
place to dodge what he had to 
do and no assurance he could 
find the courage or whatever 
ingredient it would take to be- 
gin surgery on the three Ko- 
reans ... 


He operated on the three. His 
success, aboard a destroyer in 
a heavy sea, would have been 
amazing by a real surgeon. His 
work became celebrated. That 
was his undoing. He had fallen 
in love, as Dr. Cyr, and that was 
another, highly special undoing. 
The great faker met the real 


thing once in his life and 
couldn’t accept it. 
Crichton’s final chapter in- 


cludes Demara’s boast he is on 
“the greatest caper yet.’’ May- 
be he thought he was, before 
publication of ‘‘The Great Im- 
postor.” Publicity was Demara’s 
undoing on the Surgeon Cyr 
caper and publicity has been his 
undoing ever since. 


Demara may have changed his 
definition of a caper. Honesty 
may be the best caper now. He 
has tried to make it so before, 
with agonizing failure. But he 
appeared, a huge and unforget- 
table figure of a man, on the 
Jack Paar show and was given 
a sympathetic pitch as a man 
seeking a home for his undenia- 
ble talents, put to use under his 
own name. Between the book 
and television, he will be an un- 
beatable genius if he ever again 
can borrow anybody else’s tal- 
ents in name only. Perhaps it’s 
not necessarily true that because 
a rascal eats his cake today, he’s 
had it for all his tomorrows.

HOW WOULD YOU like to be 
in a family with 1,000,000 mem- 
bers? That might have happened 
if you had come into the world 
as a codfish. 

In one season a female cod- 
fish usually lays from 3,000,000 
to 9,000,000 eggs. These eggs are 
eaten, in large part, by various 
greedy fish, but many are 
hatched. 

I must say that it is a good 
thing for most of the eggs to 
be eaten. Otherwise the ocean 
water would become overloaded 

with codfish. 

If the millions of codfish in the 
Atlantic kept on raising young, 
without any of the eggs being 
lost, or any of the little ones 
dying, that ocean would become 
just one mass of codfish. 

Most of the codfish which 
are caught each year come 
from the North Atlantic. A 
little fishing for them goes on 
in the Baltic Sea, an arm of 
the Atlantic, but the Baltic 
catch is rather small.
